Wh at 
an swers will y o u r ch ild ren be giv en 
to q u estio n s o f p remarital sex u al re­ 
latio n sh ip s, p ro miscu ity , h o mo sex ­ 
u ality , abo rtio n , co n tracep tio n , etc.?

Th erefo re, 
if a p aren t d o es n o t wish h is ch ild to 
p articip ate in th e sex ed u catio n p ro ­ 
gram, th e ch ild mu st be d ismissed 
fro m class each time th e su bject 
arises. Fo r th e h igh sch o o l stu d en t 
su ch d ismissal may v ery well resu lt 
in resen tmen t again st th e p aren t. 
After all, h o w man y teen -agers wish 
to be mad e co n sp icu o u s in fro n t o f 
th eir frien d s?

Mu skie, mo re liberal th an h e is seen 
to be n atio n ally , an d mo re liberal 
th an h e was seen to be in Min n eso ta 
d u rin g h is 1970 Sen ate electio n cam ­ 
p aign . 
A majo r reaso n fo r th is image re­ 
v ersal ap p ears to be th at an u n u s­ 
u ally large p ro p o rtio n o f Flo rid a’s 
p o p u latio n is eld erly an d mid d le- 
aged . (Fo r in stan ce, 9 p er cen t o f th e 
n atio n al p o p u latio n is 65 y ears o f age 
o r o ld er; in Flo rid a, 15 p er cen t o f 
th e p o p u latio n is in th at age gro u p .) 
Th ese p eo p le still h av e a v iv id mem­

Bid it when you have it

Here is another slam that 
wound up in never-never land. 
This time we have to g ive South 
9 9 per cent of the blame. We 
would not have settled for a 
gam e once North g ave some 
sign of life. 
Strangely enough we don’t 
quarrel with South’s failure to 
open with a forcing two bid. 
Somehow or other no one ever 
play s at one-club and South had 
plenty of chances to bid on after 
the one-club opening. 
North scraped the bottom of 
the barrel with his one no- 
trump call after West’s heart 
overcall but North did have the 
minimum for his bid. The trou­ 
ble with his subsequent bidding 
was that he just didn’t like his 
hand. 
South did really force him 
and he hated to bid three clubs 
after the heart cue bid. Still he 
did make that call and at that 
point 
South’s 
only 
problem 
should have been whether to 
stop at six or go to seven. 
South must have felt this way 
at first. His jump to four dia­ 
monds had to be a super force 
and right here is where North 
made a bad call. North should 
have bid five clubs but North 
wanted to warn his partner and 
made the no purpose call of four 
hearts.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Se­ 
cret Serv ice agents are ex ­ 
pected to begin guarding presi­ 
dential candidates early nex t 
mo nth, with at least eight o f 
the 19 72 entries likely to be o f­ 
fered federal bo dy guards. 
A panel assigned to decide 
which candidates are entitled to 
get pro tectio n is scheduled to 
meet Thursday . 
The law pro v ides fo r pro tec­ 
tio n o f majo r candidates fo r 
president and v ice president 
unless they decline it. 
The co mmissio n must figure 
o ut ho w to determine who in 
the cro wded 19 72 field are the 
majo r candidates. 
At 
preliminary 
sessio ns, 
aides to co mmissio n members 
hav e agreed generally that the 


natio nal public-o pinio n 
po lls 
sho uld be the basis fo r initial 
selectio n o f candidates to pro ­ 
tect. 
The pro blem is to set a min­ 
imum standing in tho se po lls as 
the criterio n fo r majo r candida­ 
cy , and that is ex pected to be a 
majo r to pic Thursday . 
The co mmissio n members 
are Sens. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mo nt., and Hugh Sco tt, R-Pa., 
the majo rity and mino rity lead­ 
ers ; Speaker o f the Ho use Carl 
Albert, Republican Leader Ger­ 
ald R. Fo rd, and fo rmer Sen. 
Tho mas Kuchel o f Califo rnia, a 
public member cho sen by the 
o ther panelists. 
The go al o f the panel is to 
begin co v erage by Feb. 1 o r 
Feb. 7. The first presidential 


primary electio n is in New 
Hampshire o n March 7. 
One so urce said a standard 
almo st certainly wo uld be set 
to co v er such entries as Sen.

One of the really exciting 
“ old town” projects in the na­ 
tion is Underground Atlanta 
where at night the visitor is 
taken back to the last century in 
a brightly-lit, gaudy area of 
shops, drinkeries and fine re­ 
staurants. 
We especially enjoyed a 
leisurely dinner at Crepes de 
France, built on the site of the 
first jail ever built in Atlanta. 
The interior is fashioned after a 
French wagon lit with booths 
resembling compartments. 
The menu offered by owners 
Bob Turley and Joseph Duffy 
Kilrain includes beer crepes for 
luncheon, a number of gour- 
ment crepes almost a meal in 
themselves, and dessert crepes 
stuffed with fresh strawberries, 
apples or peaches. 
Making your own crepes is 
lots of fun and in reality with 
careful planning you can serve 
them to guests with little last- 
minute preparation. Today 
we’ll deal with making the 
crepes themselves, then in our 
next column how to put them 
together with a delightful 
stuffing of seafood and sauce. 
% Our hosts in Atlanta termed 
this Crepes Neptua. To serve 6, 
you’ll neeed a dozen crepes of 
about 8 inches in size. To make 
these 
thin 
pancakes 
sift 
together in a mixing bowl 2-3rds 
cup flour, 1 tablespoon white 
sugar, and V4 teaspoon salt. Stir 
in one at a time, two beaten 
whole eggs, then 2 beaten egg 
yolks. Add slowly lVfe cups milk 
and stir until smooth. 
Next add 2 tablespoons 
melted butter and 1 tablespoon 
light rum. Blend this all very 
well, then allow to stand for 2 
hours. 
Before 
your guests arrive, 
pi just a little butter in a very 
► 
skillet (9-inch size is just 
ngnt) and then add about \lk 
tablespoons of the batter. The 
batter should just thinly cover 
the bottom of the skillet which 
is hot enough to set and brown 
the underside of the crepe in a 
minute. 
Use a spatula or sm all 
pancake turner to flip the 
crepe, and brown the other side 
in a minute. Long cooking 
produces tough crepes. Place 
crepes on a warm platter as 
each is done. 
These may be held in the oyer 
a reasonable time for stuffing 
and baking, but not more than 
an hour. 
Next week, preparing the 
stuffing and sauce and final 
preparation of Crepes Neptua.

CHICAGO (AP) — A change 
American life sty les could 
help reduce the serious prob­ 
lem of sudden death from heart 
disease, a leading heart re­ 
searcher say s. 
“ The name of the game for 
this disease is prev ention,” Dr. 
J eremiah Stamler said in an in­ 
terv iew. 
Stamler is chairman of the 
departm ent 
of 
community 
health and prev entiv e medicine 
at Northwestern Univ ersity and 
for many y ears has been in­ 
v olv ed with heart research at 
the Chicago Board of Health. 
Pointing out that the World 
Health Organization has termed 
coronary heart disease an epi­ 
demic. Stamler said it has re- 


placed tuberculosis as the epi­ 
demic disease of adults. 
Tuberculosis was the epidem­ 
ic disease of an industrial 
society in its infancy , he said, 
while coronary heart disease is 
the epidemic of a mature indus­ 
trial society . 
Changes in working condi­ 
tions. testing for tuberculosis 
an d improv ed forms of treat­ 
ment eliminated that disease as 
a major public health problem. 
Ch an g es in the smoking, eat­ 
ing and athletic habits of Amer­ 
icans and those in other indus­ 
trial nations can lower the 
rates of sudden death from 
h eart disease as well as recur­ 
ren t h ealth problems, Stamler 
said

more than 400,-

United States, and 165 ,000 of 
these inv olv e persons under age 
65 . Stamler pointed out. 
Coronary heart disease is not 
only the leading cause of death 
in this country , “ but also of dis­ 
ability in the prime of life,” he 
adds. 
Heart disease hits men more 
frequently than women and ap­ 
pears to be inv olv ing men at 
y ounger ages, he said. 
A North American male has 
a 20 per cent probability of 
hav ing a major coronary attack 
before age 60, and, Stamler has 
written, “ In a high proportion 
of cases this first ev ent is likely 


to be the last.” 
About 25 per cent of v ictims 
die within three hours of the 
beginning of sy mptoms and an­ 
other 10 per cent die within the 
first weeks of an acute attack 


Ev en if recov ery is good 
enough to permit the v ictim to 
return to full-time work, he is 
about fiv e times as likely to die 
within the nex t fiv e y ears as 
men without a history of coro­ 
nary heart disease, Stamler 
adds. 


Stamler lists these factors in 
20th century life which contrib­ 
ute to increased heart disease: 
—Richer diets, which are 
higher in total fat. saturated fat 
an d ch o lestero l fro m in creased 


consumption of fat-laden meat 
and dairy products. 
—A rise in the cigarette 
smo k in g 
habit, especially since 
Wo rld War I. 
—An increasingly sedentary 
life in which the phy sical work 
h as been taken ov er by machin­ 
es an d entertainment that in­ 
v o lv es sitting in front of a tele­ 
v isio n set or a mov ie or arena 
o r auditorium. 
—Greater psy chosocial stress 
and tension. 
The dev elopment of intensiv e 
care in coronary care units in 
hospitals has done little to re­ 
duce total deaths from heart 
disease because most v ictims 
die before they can be taken to 
th e hospital,Stamler said.

Rochelle Chamber hopes 
to boost day care units 


ROCHELLE — The Rochelle Chamber of 
Commerce is attacking another community 
need. It has been announced by Executive 
Director Harry Rogers that the Chamber is 
going to work on expanding day care facilities 
for children in the community. 
Rogers said, “ The lack of day care 
facilities for children shows up constantly 
when our employment service is able to place 
mothers showing a desire to work, but unable 
to find babysitters . . . ” 
Starting immediately, women wishing to 
regularly use their homes for day or night 
care of unrelated children can contact the 
Chamber’s 24-hour answering service and 
give their name and address. In a short 
matter of time, Miss Connie Leininger, 
representative of the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Service, will call on the 
interested party and tell them how they can 
receive the license. 
The license is issued to individuals whose 
child care home meets the minimum stan­ 


dards. 
Rogers said the license is free to those 
meeting standards, and that, “We already 
have one day care center in Rochelle caring 
for 28 children.” This center provides tran­ 
sportation back and forth to school and serves 
hot meals. We are going to try arid help them 
expand if possible, and with more women 
willing to go into this kind of work, we may be 
able to help solve this community problem.” 
The Chamber reminds women now caring 
for “ Unrelated” children must have a license 
from the state. After receiving a license, a 
child care home can care for four children, 
and increase to eight if they have a “helper” 
for busy times such as lunch time. 
Rogers also stated that he hopes this is the 
beginning of a referral service for women 
wanting to work needing a babysitter. He 
said, “ We have expressed a desire with the 
state that they list with us availabilities in 
existing day care homes in the community 
that we can refer these mothers to."

Ruling on public aid 


CHICAGO (AP) — A three- 
judge federal panel has de­ 
clared that it is unconstitutional 
for a state to deny public aid 
benefits to families with chil­ 
dren in college. 
The ruling handed down in 
Chicago Monday implemented 
an earlier U.S. Supreme Court 
decision. 
The judges 
ruled uncon­ 
stitutional the portion of the II- 
linois law which permits pay­ 
ment of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) to 
families with children in voca­ 
tional or technical training but 
not to families of college stu­ 
dents. 
The panel directed the state 
to pay $812 in withheld benefits 
to one student, Jerome Alexan­ 
der, 22, and $2,711 to the other, 
Omega Minor. 23. 


The panel said the state law 
was unconstitutional because it 
conflicted with the Social Se­ 
curity Act of 1965 which per­ 
mitted benefits to all students 
under 21 years of age. 


A hearing was scheduled for 
March 24 on whether the order 
should be made retroactive to 
1965. 
The panel consisted of chief 
federal Appeals Court Judge 
Luther M. Swygert, and U.S. 
District Court Judges Abraham 
Marovitz and Joseph S. Perry. 


The U.S. Supreme Court had 
overturned Dec. 20 an earlier 
judgement in favor of the state 
on a class action suit filed in 
1968 on behalf of two college 
students whose AFDC pay­ 
ments were cut off when they 
enrolled.

CHICAGO (AP) — An Ameri­ 
can Library Association team

The team, which presented 
its report and recommendations 
Tuesday to the midwinter meet­ 
ing of the ALA, was formed by 
the association last June to in­ 
vestigate charges of racial dis­ 
crimination in LC employment 
practices.

than

would participate to review 
conditions in the library. Pro­ 
gram participants would be re­ 
sponsible for eliminating dis­ 
criminatory practices. 
—Seeking the help of minor­ 
ity group employes in correct­ 
ing discriminatory practices. 
—Instituting a human rela­ 
tions training program in the li­ 
brary 
for 
supervisory 
and 
middle management personnel. 
—Developing an advanced 
program of job training to fa­ 
cilitate promotion of minority 
group employes, and 
—Bringing the library under 
legislation pending in Congress 
relating to equal opportunity 
employment opportunities. 
The team found that black 
employes had been denied pro­ 
motions but was unable to de­ 
termine whether the library 
practiced discrimination in re­ 
cruiting and training employes.

$12 an hour and that the time 
he spends on each letter is 10.5 
per cent of one hour—a bit 
more than six minutes. 
If that $12 an hour figure 
seems to conflict with $20,000 a 
year it is because Swett in­ 
cludes in it the costs of ab­ 
sences, vacations and holidays. 
The secretary is paid $150 a 
week or $4.55 an hour and 
spends 26.7 per cent of an hour 
on each letter. Mailing-filing in­ 
volves workers paid $110 a 
week, or $3.34 an hour, and in­ 
volves 2.5 per cent of an hour. 
No executive works at 100 
per cent efficiency, however. 
Swett assumes that 85 per 
cent efficiency is about the 
maximum to be hoped for. That 
means that the total direct la­ 
bor cost is $3.01 a letter, the 
components being $1.48 for ex­ 
ecutive time, $1.43 secretary, 10 
cents filing. 
At 60 per cent efficiency, 
which is “ pretty typical,” the 
cost is $4.27.

In a modern office, Swett 
says, a letter should be typed 
by a typist while the secretary 
performs more important work. 
The reason for this becomes 
obvious when you look at some 
of the equipment used by large 
corporations in producing a let­ 
ter. It might include $15,000 
worth of dictating equipment, 
tape driven typewriters and 
cathode ray tubes. Every sec­ 
ond of idleness is waste.

Chauvinist consonants ?

NEW YORK (AP) — Five 
little girls need liberation from 
21 bullying boys, according to a 
group of women from Suffolk 
County, Long Island. 
The girls represent the vow­ 
els of the alphabet. The boys 
are the consonants. And all 26 
are caricatured in a program 
called Alpha One used in 
schools throughout the country 
to teach first graders their 
ABCs. 
To the Suffolk women, the 
program is blatantly sexist, be­ 
cause the girl-vowels are shown 
as weak, weeping creatures 
who must ask the chauvinist 
consonants for protection and 
support. 
“ It presents a very poor im- 


age for little girls,” said Mrs. 
Lois Rodriguez, a kindergarten 
teacher—she does not use the 
program—and a spokeswoman 
for Suffolk Women’s Liberation. 
The multimedia package, in­ 
cluding books, filmstrips and 
posters, gives each letter a sex 
and a personality. The letter - 
people’s interactions with one 
another in Alpha Land—how 
Miss A gets along with Mr. T, 
for instance—are meant to help 
children learn word formation 
from real-life situations. 
What the feminist mothers 
are protesting are such too-real 
situations as the one where Mr. 
C and Mr. K determine which 
vowels belong to them. Says 
Mrs. Rodriguez, ‘The whole 
idea of girls belonging to boys 
is what’s awful. The girls are 


never consulted.” 
Last week, she and four other 
women discussed their com­ 
plaints 
with 
Dr. 
Bernard 
Kauderer, chief executive offi­ 
cer of New Dimensions in Edu­ 
cation, Inc., which produces the 
program. 


In an atmosphere he de­ 
scribed as “ somewhat hostile,” 
Kauderer said he defended his 
Alpha One program on the 
basis that it aims at showing 
cooperation and sharing among 
all the letters. But he also 
promised that he would look 
into the charges, which he says 
involve just one-half of one per 
cent of the total Alpha One 
package. 


He said that the kits, 8,000 of 
which are now in use are con­ 


stantly revised and updated, 
and that cutting out the so- 
called chauvinist consonants 
could be done “ for less than 
$5,000.” 
Kauderer also said that after 
the feminist demands became 
known, the company had re­ 
ceived “ a good deal of fan 
mail—mostly from teachers 
who say that it is not sexist.” 
He read one letter from a Dix 
Hills, N.Y., female first grade 
teacher, who maintained: “ In 
this program, the vowels—the 
girls—happen to be the focal 


point of the program; for with­ 
out the girls, no word can be 
formed.” 
Joins Roe 
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Seek to halt milk hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
consumer 
coalition 
led 
by 
Ralph Nader has filed suit to 
overturn an increase in the 
government’s support price of 
milk, charging the Nixon ad­ 
ministration yielded to political 
pressure in approving the hike. 
Specifically, said the suit, the 
price increase resulted from 
“ requests by members of Con­ 
gress and the promise or ex­ 
pectation of campaign contribu­ 
tions to the Republican party” 
and 
to various committees 
backing President Nixon’s re- 
election. 
Sixty-three members of Con­ 
gress who pressed for the high­ 
er price received campaign 
contributions totaling $186,000 
from 
three dairy 
lobbying 
groups over the past three 
years, the suit said, while Nix­ 
on campaign groups were given 
$300,000. The White House de­ 
clined comment on the suit. 
The suit, filed in the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court here, contends the 6- 
per-cent increase in the support 
price has resulted in a climb of 
up to 4 per cent in consumer 
prices for dairy products. Na­ 
der said the support-price hike 
will cost the federal govern­ 
ment an extra $1.6 million this 
fiscal year. 
The suit grows out of the Ag­ 
riculture Department’s action 
last March 25 that raised the 
milk support price from $4.66 to 
$4.93 per hundredweight. 
That means the government 
guarantees a farmer will be 
paid $4.93 for 100 pounds of 
manufacturing milk—the grade 
used for making cheese, butter 
and other products. If the farm­ 
er cannot get more than $4.93 
on the open market, he sells to 
the government. 
An intense lobbying cam­ 
paign was launched after then- 
Agriculture Secretary Clifford 
M. 
Hardin 
announced 
last 
March 12 that the support price 
would remain at $4.66. 
In making that decision, Har­ 
din concluded: “The long-time 
well-being of dairymen requires 
that milk prices be kept at lev­ 
els which will permit the over-

Before HarcUn backed down 
and raised the support price to 
$4.93, the suit says, 29 senators 
and 116 House members in­ 
troduced bills to increase the 
price to around $5. 
Thirteen of those senators 
and 50 of the House members 
received campaign contribu­ 
tions from dairy interests, the 
suit alleges. 
Nader’s suit called the price- 
hike order “arbitrary, capr­ 
icious, contrary to law and 
based on considerations extra­ 


neous to the criteria provided 
by statute.” 
The suit seeks an order over­ 
turning the price increase and 
an injunction to stop payment 
to farmers at the higher rate.
